Nixon’s hopes of curbing 
inflation took a heavy blow today

living costs jumped by sixth-tenths 
of 1 per cent in October.' 
The 
increase—due 
mainly 
to 
higher prices for cars, clothing, 
gasoline and 
consumer 
services 
—was the highest since April and 
put consumer prices 5.9 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 
The October jump compared with 
a 0.4 increase in September and 0.2 
per 
cent 
in 
August, 
cited 
by 
administration officials at that time 
as a sign that Nixon’s anti-inflation 
policies were working. 
On a seasonally adjusted basis, 
the consumer price rise in October 
was 0.5 per cent, the same as in 
September but larger than the 0.3 
per cent increase in August.

prices 
combined with a drop in weekly 
earnings of rank and file production 
workers to drop their real earning 
power 
0.8 
per cent 
below 
the 
September level and 2.0 per cent 
under a year ago. 
Gross weekly earnings dropped 33 
cents to $121.03 because of a 0.1-hour 
reduction in the average work week.

spendable 
earnings—take 
home 
pay 
expressed

dollars to reflect consumer price 
changes—-averaged 64 cents lower 
for a worker with three dependents, 
falling to $77 04. 


Icy, wintry weather leads to 18 deaths

Winter, nearly a month ahead of 
schedule, held vast areas of the 
nation in an icy grip again today, 
clogging 
transportation 
and 
contributing to at least 18 deaths. 
From Chicago to the east coast as 
much as a foot of snow was expected 
to be on the ground by this morning 
and temperatures were expected to 
fall near zero in many areas. 
Icy 
roads 
in 
eastern 
Oregon 
trapped a sanding truck for a half 
hour and 
were 
blamed 
for an 
accident 
in 
which 
seven 
bus 
passengers were injured. One power 


company reported 10,000 cases of 
power 
outages 
but 
all 
homes 
affected were back in service by 
Monday evening. 
The chill extended far into the 
South, with frost or freeze warnings 
posted across the Gulf states to the 
southern half of Texas. 
Travelers warnings were in effect 
this morning across the north and 
west portions of lower Michigan and 
east to western New York State. 
Eight inches to a foot of snow had 
fallen by midnight in many areas of 
northwest 
Ohio. 
In 
the 
Ohio 
snowbelt, 
where 
Thanksgiving 


snowfall is practically a tradition, 
as much as a foot was on the ground 
Monday, 
with 
more 
expected. 
Several schools and some secondary 
roads were closed. 
In Erie, Pa., schools, businesses 
and factories closed and cars were 
left abandoned in streets as a seven- 
inch snowfall hit Monday. Six more 
inches 
was 
forecast 
for 
this 
morning. Interstates 79 and 9« were 
kept open but were reported in 
hazardous condition 
Nearly a foot of snow fell in 
western New York State Monday, 
with as much as a foot more 


forecast today. The New York State 
Thruway, one of the most heavily 
traveled East-West highways, was 
ordered closed from Henrietta, near 
Rochester, 
to 
the 
Pennsylvania 
state line because of poor visibility. 
High winds and gusts continued to 
pile and blow the snow into drifts, 
adding to driving hazards. 
From its start Sunday night, the 
storm was blamed for at least 15 
deaths in the northern Midwest and 
East and for three others in the 
Northwest. 
At least eight hunters died of 
apparent 
heart attacks as high 


winds, snow and near-zero cold 
whipped 
through 
popular 
deer- 
hunting fields in Wisconsin. 
In Michigan, two brothers died 
when high winds blew a tree onto 
their car. Two other deaths were 
attributed to storm-related boating 
accidents. 
Three men were found dead of 
exposure 
in 
Chicago 
Monday 
morning after temperatures Sunday 
night dipped to 9 above. 
And three persons were killed 
Sunday on U.S. 99 south of Corvallis, 
Ore., in a two-car collision on icy 
pavement.

Ecology a part of industrial 
firm's routine business

“ By our very nature we are aware 
of ecology and work on it all the 
time," Robert Kranig, manager of 
the Red Star Industrial Service 
plant in Lompoc said. 
Red 
Star provides an industrial 
laundry and linen suppy service for 
co m m e rcia l 
and 
in d u stria l 
businesses, 
cleaning 
heavy duty 
uniforms, aprons, cleaning cloths, 
towels and other items. 
“ We deal in reusable items,’’ 
Kranig 
said. 
“ We don’t handle 
disposable items, such as paper 
towels, 
consequently 
we 
are 
preventing 
pollution 
in 
that 
manner.” 
The 
Lompoc 
plant 
not 
only 
handles sales and distribution but 
also does the cleaning. This quickly 
brings’ to mind thoughts of water 
pollution 


After all, wnat about all the dirt 
and grime that must be cleaned 
from industrial garments and linen. 
Not to mention the phosphates that 
must 
be 
used 
in 
the 
cleaning 
compounds themselves. 


Not so says Kranig. 
The Lompoc plant has five settling 
tanks that collect all the grease, 
grime and sludge taken out of the 
garments 
and 
only 
water 
is 
deposited 
into 
the 
city 
sewer 
system. 
And. 
according 
to 
Red 
Star 
chemist 
Sam 
Hamway 
of 
D.S. 
Hamway 
Company in Oakland, 
there 
is 
very 
little 
polluting 
material 
in 
this 
wastewater, 
including phosphates. 
“ Very few phosphates are used in 
the 
cleaning 
compounds 
here 
« Lompoc I," Ham way said 
“ Only 
industrial soils must incorporate 
phosphates 
and 
in d u stria l 
(garments) make up only about 50 
per cent of the work load here.” 
And, Hamway added, only about 
20 per cent phosphate is used in the 
cleaning 
compounds 
that use 
phosphate. 
“ Besides 
that, 
your 
sewer 
treatment 
plant 
here 
probably takes those out with the 
system it uses,” he said 
Several factors make it possible 
for the low rate of phosphate, 
according to Ham way. The Red Star 
plant here uses a water softening 
system that reduces its water to 
zero hardness; most cleaning is 
done 
with 
soap 
rather 
than 
detergents 
and 
bodegradable 
compounds are used 
Hamway 
hailed 
biodegradable 
compounds as one of the greatest 
developments by chemists in the 
industry. 
According to Hamway there are 
no phosphates used 
in cleaning 
linens. “ Straight alkaline and soap 
are used for linen’s," he said.

Hamway 
mentioned 
that 
the 
complete elimination of phosphates 
would result in lower quality of 
cleaning He said if it ever came to 
that, people would have to adjust to 
the lower quality because no good 
substitute 
has 
as 
yet 
been 
developed 
All Red Star plants across the 
nation are already under orders to 
eliminate mercury lrom their clean­ 
ing compounds and Hamway said 
tfoat will lessen mildew preventative 
qualities. 
Hamway summed it up by stating 
there probably is more polluting 
phosphates coming from the normal 
cleaning chores in the average 
household 
than 
there 
is 
from 
Lompoc’s Red Star plant.

Longtin said

In part the statem ent c h a rg e d ; 
“ The racial practices of the Univei sity of Washington 
coaching staff have foi ced us to the point w here we can no 
longer tolerate the playing conditions impo.sed upon us We 
... have decided to term in ate oui football ca re e rs at the 
University of Washington 
“ We, along with the other black football playeis at the 
University 
of 
Wa.shington, 
will 
not 
encourage 
the 
recruitm ent of black football players in the future " 
Wheeler, a little .scatback sought by a num ber of schools 
including .Notre Dame, left the team after the Southern 
California gam e without giving a i eason 
Jones, San Franci.sco. was a .sophomore defensive back 
and played virtually evei y m inute of evei y g am e and was a 
standout.

O C E A N FISH IN G 
The 1970 salmon season came to an end Nov. 15. It was 
not the best season, nor could it be rated as a poor one. The 
great word “ spotty” could be well applied. It opened with a 
bang, then for weeks subsided into a mediocre spell, 
occasionally picking up, then towards the end everything 
looked bright except that the weather man stepped in. All in 
all we are not too disappointed in how things went. 
One beef has been the increasing number of sea lions, or 
at least so it appears. They were at time almost as plentiful 
as salmon, and when one considers that they are supposed 
to eat their weight in fish per day, it is wonderful that there 
are enough fish to go around. The old adage that nature 
keeps its balance was all right before the human element 
entered into the proceedings and knocked the process for a 
loop. So here, as in other marine adventures, man had upset 
the balance that nature carefully set up, and we wonder 
how it will end 
One deal that has been upset, and that is the anchovy 
take, 
has been approached by biologists who are 
successfully spawning the little fellows under artificial 
conditions for the first time, according to an official of the 
National 
Marine Fisheries Service. 
Anchovy larvae, 
produced through artificial spawning, were four weeks old 
and were feeding and growing as normally in an aquarium 
as their counterparts in the sea. 
Fishery 
biologist 
Roderick 
Leons of 
the 
tishery- 
oceanography center in La Jolla, working on induction of 
spawning in laboratory fish for more than a year, 
accomplished this scientific first. 
With this is mind, no doubt the proponents of taking 
anchovies for reduction purposes will feel better, at what 
looked like the situation of total ruination, that stared 
conservationists in the face, and a new strain of homemade 
anchovies will be turned loose in the ocean in the not far off 
future. 
With the end of salmon season, a few optimists are out 
after white sea bass, with not too much luck. Once they 
were comparatively easy to catch, but of late year-s have 
been increasingly hard to take. 
Most of our angling friends are already working the boat 
over and looking forward to some good winter fishing for 
some of the 52 varieties of rock fish. The haunts of thesefish 
have been comparatively restful during the summ er 
months, thus giving the rock fish a chance to “ get 
organized” if we may call getting ready lor a slaughter 
such a thing. Rock fish do not travel far from home base. 
Tagged fish have been found within a mile of where thev 
were tagged and returned to the water, so it is easy to 
outfish any special spt. In older days, the handline 
commercial fisherman did not work the same rock more 
than twice in a season but the advent of the drag boats has 
nullified his attem pts to conserve the fishery, and at one 
time we thought his line was 200 and more hooks was a 
menace, but no more. 
We have seen the results of drag boats actually throwing 
all fish except choice soles and halibut away, as prey to the 
sea gulls. Clamming tides have been exceptionally good, 
and also the extrem e tides, have made for some excellent 
surf fishing. A low tide is the way to spot sandbars and 
come back about two hours before high tide and fish these 
bars where the perch feed. Also some steelhead are being 
taken m the surf off Arroyo Grande and Pismo Creeks. A 
few steelhead have been reported in the tidal waters of 
these creeks. Anglers should consult F and G regulations 
for days and hours ot fishing. Also the bag limit has been 
reduced to two fish. Either steelhead or salmon taken in 
these waters. 
With the close of the general trout season, we will not get 
a report on fishing m the north central part ot the state until 
next year. 
Lopez Lake is the one local water that will be stocked 
with trout on a reduced bag limit of five fish. At present 
this popular lake has been fair to good, with know-how bank 
fishermen getting limits. 
Having gone to the desert to try and bake out our 
creaking joints,we had a day at Salton Sea with mixed luck 
and the old adage, “ You ought to have been here last 
week.” Fishing had been excellent on large corvina in the 
Salt Creek area ot the State Park Recreation area. I his 
beach to an angler is just what the doctor ordered, hard- 
packed sand where one can drive to the water edge and 
beyond sanitary facilities just a nature s stronghold It was 
not our day for heavy fishing, but we did see some nice fish 
taken so we had to be content with some sargo and 
croakers. There is no limit on croakers, in tact they are 
looked on as pests, and DFG suggests fishermen bring a 
gunny sack to take them in! 
Like any strange water one has to learn the ways, and we 
did the hard way when a fish peeled oft 60 feet ot line, and 
while we were debating as to letting him run or setting the 
hook the fish made up its mind for us and apparently got rid 
of the hook. However, we feel we have located a good >pot 
for contained camping t no water, no light hookups». 
H U N TIN G

the big congestion of birds on the Salton Sea. On nearby 
W istei, the DFG Imperial Wildlife Area, the weekend take 
averaged 1.7 bu ds per hunter. 
Saturday saw the opening of the wild-turkey season, 
running through Sunday 
Game Warden Mel Mamman 
estimates 4.000 birds are in the northern part of the county, 
with several 
hundred in the Nacimiento Lake area. 
Unfortunately, most of the birds are on private lands. 
According to the DFG a landowner can prohibit public 
access or charge pass or camping fees. Under the law he 
cannot charge for hunting, so the average unattached 
hunter has not much chance ol getting his bird unless he 
has made prior arrangem ents with a rancher or landowner. 
Hunters are also advised that North Shores, a 3,000-acre 
sports resort on the lake will not be open to turkey hunting 
this year. The owners, apart from a safety angle, want this 
area preserved as a natural turkey retuge as it has the 
natural habitat that turkeys like. Turkeys are also in the 
Lopez Lake area again on private lands.

Moss says the quality of rock music and rock musician­ 
ship is getting better all the time. 
“ People in rock today,” he says, “ are dedicated to it, 
trained in it. It’s not like it used to be, with people in it 
just for the money. Today’s rock artists are serious, well- 
tiained musicians. 
“Consequently, it’s harder for young people to break in 
nowadays. Record labels used to be so hungry for new 
talent they would record alm ost anybody, but no more. 
Today, record companies are looking for experience and 
talent, not untried kids.” 


Sidney Sheldon is known in the trade as a prolific creator 
and writer of comedy shows. He dream ed up the Patty 
Duke Show, I Dream of Jeannie and NBC’s current Nancy, 
and he writes most of them. 
He decided he wanted to write a novel. He had already 
written plays and movie scenarios and, of course, TV. So 
he sat down and wrote a novel. Everybody expected it 
would be a funny novel—comedy was his forte, wasn’t it? 
But there aren’t many laughs in “The Naked Face,”

And, 
since he dictates to a living, breathing, female secretary, 
it worried him awhile but she said, “That’s O.K., honey, 
go ahead.” 
Second, when he writes a TV script he never describes 
anything, such as a room. He leaves it to the set designers 
to decorate it. But in a novel you have to describe every­ 
thing, rooms included. 
“ It was a problem ,” he says. “ I had to furnish the 
rooms, because there was nobody else to do it but m e.”

Newspapers help 


Newspapers have done such a good job of alerting the 
public to the problems of pollution and misuse of natural 
resources that they have found themselves under the 
scrutiny of conservationists. 
Some are alarmed by the fact that vast forests are 
wiped out to produce the nearly 10 million tons of 
newsprint this country consumes each year. Others say 
that castoff newspapers are a waste and a strain on 
disposal facilities. 
The Newsprint Information Council, composed of a 
group of Canadian newsprint mills, has checked into the 
allegations. (Canada supplies about two-thirds of all 
newsprint used in the United States. \ 
The committee confirms that it takes about 17 trees to 
make one ton of newsprint. But because forests are run 
on a sustained-yield basis, the annual harvest, plus all 
losses to fire, insects and disease, is less than half the 
annual growth. 
Cited were the forests of the Tribune Co , owner of a 
string of newspapers, including two of the largest in the 
world. These forests have just marked a half-century of 
turning out increasingly larger harvests of wood for the 
Chicago Tribune, New York Daily News and others. 
They currently produce about 550,000 tons of newsprint 
annually and could continue at this rate or better in 
perpetuity. 
“ Like wheat," says the com m ittee's publication, 
Newsprint Facts, “ trees for newsprint are a renewable 
crop, although with a much larger growth cycle. 
“Cutting down 17 trees merely makes room for 17

other 
trees to grow 
Frequently they are 
better, 
straighter, fatter trees, more economically harvested." 
As 
for 
disposing 
of 
yesterday's 
newspaper, 
the 
Midwest Research Institute in Kansas City, Mo., puts 
the average newspaper content of household garbage at 
about 
6.6 
per 
cent. 
Sanitation 
officials 
consider 
newspapers one of the less troublesome elements of 
their job. 
But shouldn't old newspapers be recycled and used 
again to conserve woodlands resources? 
In fact, some 2.3 million tons of old newspapers are 
being recycled annually.. They are made into cartons, 
wallboard and other products. 
“ Recycling is an excellent idea where it makes 
economic sense," says Newsprint Facts. 
However, 
collection plans which are set up before there is a 
market for reclaimed paper can result in waste of 
taxpayers' 
money 
and 
the 
time 
and 
effort 
of 
conscientious citizens. 
One such drive in San Francisco produced so much 
paper that the bottom dropped out of the wastepaper 
market. It cost the city of Madison, VVis., about $28,000 to 
collect 1,000 tons of bundled newspapers in the first year 
of a special program. 
It’s quite likely that someday virtually all used paper 
will be recycled as better methods of reclaiming it are 
developed and as demand for newsprint and other paper 
products increases. 
In the gieantime, it s good to know that we are in no 
danger of printing ourselves out of forests.

Really, Pravda is wonderful. In 
the same sort of way that Adam 
Clayton Powell Jr. was wonderful, 
and. if you understand what I mean 
by it, Nero.

Mr. Bolshakov goes on 
to acknowledge that Shakespeare 
denied having recommended any 
such thing to the President. And 
concludes, “ We have, of course, no

Shakespeare’s authorship

But,

confirmed by Shakespeareologists 
w ho 
h a v e 
s t u d i e d

Shakespeare's creative work with 
CBS where he specialized in anti- 
Sovietism

propaganda section for 18 years, . . . 
the hand is very similar, so is the 
style.” 
The hand, at Pravda could be 
anybody’s. The style is probably the 
most original Russian contribution
